Judge McClenahan's decision read* 


It la practically conceded by coun­ 
sel that the only point of dispute her* 
Involved is as to the Interpretation 
of section 53 and 55 of the charter 
of the city of Brainerd.

The city council assumed to act 
under the authority conferred by sec­ 
tion 3150, C. 8. 1913, which provides 
that, Iii certain contingencies, a part 
of the fee paid for a license to si ll 
Intoxicating liquors may he returned 
to the licensee. 
That one of these 
contingencies did occur on April 19th 
1915, Is admitted and that the plain­ 
tiff is entitled to a refundment of the 
portion of bls license fee claimed by 
him Im not seriously disputed, pro­ 
vided, such refundment did not con­ 
travene lh* express lim itations of the 
city charter. 
In order fully to understand the 
purpose and scop** of section 52 of 
th** charter It Is nece**ary to read It 
in connection with sections GO, 51, 53 
and 61. 
Hectlou 50 requires the city 
treasurer to report to the city coun­ 
cil, on or before the first Monday In 
May of each year, the amount of all 
revenues received by th** city for the 
year ending April 30th preceding. 
from all sources aside from taxation 
and from the water and light depart­ 
ment. 
It also require* 
the 
mayor, 
chairman of the finance committee 
und city clerk to report to the coun­ 
cil, at Its llrst meet lug after said 
first Monday In May, or as soon there­ 
after as may he, the nmontit of money 
they shall deem nu til*, ie ut to defray 
th** "current g* aeral expenses” of th** 
city during the next fiscal year, which 
r* port shall b* subject to revision aud 
approval by the oonncll; 
and 
th** 
sum** officials are required to report 
later a computation of the rat** of 
tax levy which, with

equal to the revenue received from 
th** previous year, as theretofore re 
ported by the treasurer, will be suf* 
fie lent to defray th** "general ex ­ 
penses” of th** city for th** then cur­ 
rent ti teal year. 
Th** plain purpose of section 50 Is 
to place the council In a position to 
determine what amount

The plan Is to provide for 
tho current expenses of the coming 
year by assuming that the city rev­ 
enues. aside

of the year before. 
If these shall not 
equal the amount of money necessary 
to defray the “current general ex ­ 
penses” of the city for the coming 
j ear, the deficit must be met by tax­ 
ation. Section 51 Is In harmony with 
this plan, and requires the council, 
after receiving the reports provided 
for In section 50, to levy such lax as 
It shall deem necessary, In addition 
to th** revenues reported by the treas­ 
urer, to defray the "current general 
expense*” of the city for the th* u 
fiscal year, hut such levy Is limited 
to an aggregate of ten mills. 
Section 52 provides that the fiscal 
year shall commence on

the city council may anticipate the 
payment of the taxes levied to defray 
the general expenses of the then fiscal 
year.” 
Section 61 directs that all appro­ 
priations aud expenses of the city, 
not otherw ise esp*dally provided tor^ 
shall he paid out of the “funds for 
the current general expertises of the 
city.” 
If. Is the obvious purpose of these 
various charter provisions to require 
the city council to anticipate, as far 
as possible, a year ahead of their ac­ 
crual, what the current expenses of 
th* city will be, and then to provide 
for their payment out 
of 
a 
fund 
which they must assume will result 
from adding together the total of the 
revenues reported by the city trean- 
urer and the proceeds of their tax 
levy. 
In making these estimates an 
* lenient of uncertainty Is necessarily 
present. 
The council cannot be ex­ 
pected to make provision for the pay­ 
ment of demands that cannot In* fore­ 
seen; In the very nature of things 
f ilch demands are not to he consid­ 
ered within the definition of "cur­ 
rent expenses;” tin y ar*; beyond and 
outside of the limits of individual or 
official experience as her** applied. 
Current expenses are the usual and 
reasonably necessary expenses, not 
otherwise provided for, of carrying 
Into effect the powers and discharg­ 
ing th** duties given and Imposed by 
the charter.

These usual 
and 
reasonably necessary expense* 
can he foreseen with reasonable and

By chapter 265, Laws

cretion of the municipal authorities, 
In the case of the death of the li­ 
censee before the term of the license 
expired, and by the revision of I Doff 
it was left to such discretion In every 
case, as now appears in section 3150.

on city councils by section 3150, G.
